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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-9 and 30-31 , drawn to a method of treating endometrial 
hyperplasia comprising: administering a therapeutic amount of an 
estrogenic compound to a subject; and administering a therapeutic 
amount of a progestational agent of less than 20 mg, classified in class 
514, subclass 169+. 

II. Claims 1 0-26 and 29, drawn to a method of treating vasomotor symptoms 
comprising: administering a therapeutic amount of an estrogenic 
compound to a subject; and administering a therapeutic amount of a 
progestational agent of less than 20 mg, classified in class 514, subclass 
169+. 

III. Claims 27-28, drawn to a method of treating menopause comprising: 
administering a therapeutic amount of an estrogenic compound to a 
subject; and administering a therapeutic amount of a progestational agent 
of less than 20mg, classified in class 514, subclass 169+. 
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Inventions l-lll are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of 
operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the methods 
of Groups l-lll can be accomplished by a variety of means and compounds such as the 
administration of known disubstituted aryl and heteroaryl imines to treat endometrial 
hyperplasia (Chandraratna et al., US Patent 5,498,755), the use of known methyldopa 
for the treatment of vasomotor symptoms (Lawrason, US Patent 4,315,033), and the 
administration of known bisphosphonates for the treatment of menopause (Demarest, 
US Patent 5,532,226). Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass 
overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious 
variants. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i).
